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The force social and pressures work 
shaping the growth our population clearly evi- 
dent Table Births, Deaths, Marriages, and Infant 
Deaths California, 1906-1945. Doubling the birth 
rate, slashing the infant death rate, the substantial 
reduction the general death rate are obvious changes 
the 40-year span. tremendous increase the num- 
ber marriages also apparent, although the rate 
marriage 1945 does not differ greatly from 1906. 

Between 1906 and 1920 the number births in- 
greatly however, should remembered that 
the birth figures during those early years reflect 
some extent incompleteness birth registrations. 
1919 these registrations were assumed least 
per cent complete. 

the early twenties, with the demobilization 
troops following the close World War the birth 
rate mounted rapidly until 1924 when reached peak 
from which receded sharply until 1942. The low 
rates the thirties are usually attributed the eco- 
depression those years. 

Figures and show the close correlation between 
births and marriages—both number and rate—and 
indicate their dependence the same socio-biologic 
factors. 

all-time high birth rates for this State was 
reached during World the past four years 
almost 250,000 more babies were born California 
than during the four preceding years, 1938-1941. The 
high marriage rate for 1945 would indicate high birth 
rate for 1946; but further continuation the birth 
rate the wartime level unlikely for two reasons: 
maintenance the high marriage rate the war years 
not expected and—particularly because social 
and conditions—sizeable additions fami- 
lies already established are not anticipated.

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The record marriages shows that with the mobili- 
zation men for World War the marriage rate 
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California declined. Later on, during demobilization 
the rate rose and maintained high level until 1927. 
That year fell because law became effective requir- 
ing three days elapse between the date issuance 
the marriage license and the date the marriage. The 
decline was not entirely real since couples went other 
States married. additional depressant was 
the 1939 California law requiring premarital exami- 
nation for syphilis. The downward trend which began 
1927 continued through the depression the thirties, 
the lowest point being reached 1940. The beginning 
World War brought increase the marriage 
rate, and 1943 repeal the 1927 three-day law con- 
tributed its further increase. 

The drop the general death rate from 14.4 1906 
10.2 1945 due many changing conditions, 
principal among which probably are: the conquest 
communicable disease, improvements community 
sanitation, more adequate public health and medical 
facilities, scientific advances, and more widespread 
public health knowledge and practices. 

interesting note that the lowest death rate 
record California has been reached spite 
the fact that the selected healthy young men the 
armed forces overseas are not included the figures.

The infant death rate reached record low levels 
ing the recent war years. This decrease was due—in 
large part—to advances medicine, better prenatal 
better knowledge the importance good nutri- 
tion during pregnancy for the health and survival 
the infant, increased hospitalization births, and the 
Emergency Maternity and Infancy Care Program. 

Since the reduction infant mortality was achieved 
the face many adverse conditions, such depleted 
medical and nursing personnel, overcrowded housing, 
and crowded hospitals, probable that soon 
these conditions are alleviated, continued and more 
rapid decline may achieved—particularly de- 
crease can effected the deaths infants during 
the first month life. 


The fact that provisional figures show that least 
5,974 infants died California 1945 challenge 
which demands the earliest possible eradication 
social and economic pressures still preventing the ade- 
quate safeguarding infant life.

The wallet size card, made green safety paper, 
may used for identification, proof citizenship and 
the complete copy the birth certificate which for- 
merly was all that was available for all purposes.

-fewer nurses being employed.

AND THE UNITED STATES 


study tuberculosis mortality the United 
States Yerushalmy and Moriyama con- 
tained Public Health Reports, April 1946. While 
the statistics should interpreted light the con- 
siderations discussed the article, which can not 
reproduced here, certain statistics for California are 
given. 

With death rate for all forms tuberculosis 
43.7 per 100,000 population 1944, California was 
the third quartile among the States and the District 
Columbia. Rate for the Nation was 41.3. 


The death rate for all forms tuberculosis declined 
California 15.6 per cent the three years, 1942-44, 
compared with the three years, 1939-41, placing the 
State lower quartile this respect. During the 
same period, the decline the United States was 7.6 
per cent. 

California was the upper quartile the death 
rate for tuberculosis other than that the respiratory 
system 1944. The rate this State was 4.0 per 
100,000 compared with National rate 3.0. 

Only 19.4 per cent deaths from respiratory tuber- 
culosis California 1944 occurred outside hos- 
pitals and institutions and the State was the lower 
quartile. Throughout the Nation, 36.0 per cent 
deaths outside hospitals and institutions.
